Since Tuesday, the team has been meeting 
with college employees to see how well the 
Twin Falls school is meeting its stated goals 
and objectives, says Harold Taylor, the dean 
of instruction at Green River Community 
College in Auburn, Wash. 



The committee also is studying hi detail the 
college's financesj physical plant, materials 
and equipment; library; education program, 
including vocational and academic programs;

It has taken the college two years to prepare 
for the scrutiny, soys, academic dean Roy 
Strawser.

BELLEVILLE. Pa, (AP) — Buck 
Mctz began raising chickens for their 
feathers 12 years ago as a bobby. 

Now his pastime Is the world's 
lai^est mass production specialty 
feather farm — providing the basic 
Ingredient of fishing files. 

Aletz raises 60,000 birds a year, has 
distributors in 13 foreign countries 
ond grasses nearly ?1 million. 

"Qcforcbecamcolong, hlghquallty ' 
feathers Just weren't available any-, 
where. He's filled a real void for lots 
of avid Ily tyers," said Dick Surette.- 
publisher of the New Hampshire* 
based "Fly IVer" magazine. 

Since 1941, Mctz Hatchery Inc. has 
raised chletens In a fertile valley 30 
miles south of State Cbllege. . 

Until Mct2 got booked on fly fishlilg, 
however, no chicken former had 
tbou^l of a large-scale feather farm. 

"There were experts In fly tying 
and In poultry production. We put the 
two together. We were one of the first 
to recognize the market potential," 
said Metz, 42, a third-generation 
poultiy geneticist. The genetic princi- 
ples used to produce colorful feathers 
are the same as those followed to 
come up with chickens thatJayJ)igge£ —
